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Dear Readers... 


NE of our readers writes from Texas 
to tell us that some years ago he pro- 
vided a room for a young man who came 
from outside the city to work at Dallas. 


Of this young man he writes: “At times | 


he would go to Mass with me on Sunday, 
and later began to ask questions about the 
Catholic religion. I discovered that he was 
the son of a Methodist minister. In due 
course of time he took instructions and 
was baptized a Catholic in May, 1956. 
About «three years ago his brother also 
embraced the Catholic faith.” 

Naturally the Protestant minister, who 
was the father of these two boys, became 
curious, and began to investigate the rea- 
sons why his two sons left his church. 

Now this Texas Catholic writes us that 
on Mav 19, 1951 the minister wrote to 
his eldest son to tell him that he had com- 
pletely reversed his Protestant position to- 
wards devotion to the Blessed Virgin. This 
minister is the pastor of an Oklahoma 
Methodist church and expressed a willing- 
ness to be quoted on the subject of his 
present belief that Mary has a place in 
the Church according to the plan of God. 
He wrote to his sons, in part: 


Thought Church Wrong 


“Let me tell you something quite per- 
sonal. I had often thought, although I had 
never mentioned it to any one, that the 
Catholic Church was all wrong in the 
emphasis it places on the adoration of the 
Mother of Christ.” (Of course, the Catholic 
Church does not hold that adoration may 
be paid to Mary or any other creature of 
God, but only veneration or honor. — 
Editor).

| We made it very clear from Holy 
| Scripture itself that Christ, the original 
| Head of “the body, the Church,” before 
'returning to Heaven, appointed Peter to 
‘govern the Universal Church in His 
|place. Other Apostles under Peter 
'were sent to govern territorial districts 
of it. 

We also noted that the authority of 
jthis one Church was recognized 
throughout Christendom for more than 
a thousand unbroken years; that only 
from this authority could the world 
have known and could know today that 
the New Testament Bible, the Canon of 
which was determined at the end of the 
fourth century, contained inspired 
writings. 

Not before the eleventh century did 
there occur a schism of any 
'quence—and that was provoked by 
political powers of the East. Europe, 
however, remained united in the one 


faith until the sixteenth century when, | 


‘during a morally lax era, some priests 
led a revolt from the Church. It was not 
their original intention to dissociate 
themselves from the jurisdiction of 
'Peter’s successor, but under the influ- 
‘ence of civil rulers it ended that way. 

Not only was the supreme authority 
of Rome repudiated by Luther, and 
later by Henry VIII, but fundamental 
doctrinal matters held by a centuries- 
‘old united Christendom were discarded, 
and spiritual authority was transferred

John are the only two who wrote Gos- 
pels. Paul, who was not among the 
original Apostles, wrote most of the 
epistles (the rest—all short ones—were 
written by four others). Mark and Luke 
wrote Gospels: Luke, the Acts of the 
Apostles, but they were not Apostles. 
Only on infallible authority could any 
consistent Christian hold that their 
writings were inspired. 

During the first three centuries mil- 


_lions were willing to die rather than 


surrender their faith, yet they had 
never seen the New Testament as we 
have it. God could not have required 
them to receive their faith “by search- 
ing the Scriptures” if they were not 
even in circulation. When our Lord is 
quoted as asking that the “Scriptures 
be searched,” there was not a line of the 
New Testament written. He was talk- 
ing to the Jews, who knew only the Old 
Testament, and what He really did say 
was “You search the Scriptures, for ye 
think in them ye have eternal life and 

are that which testify of Me” 
(John 5:39). 

In the aggregate the writings of the 
Old Testament told the story of 
Christ’s future coming, of His divinity, 
of His birth here on earth of a virgin, 
of the visit of the Magi bringing Him

all the details relating to His passion 
and death as Savior.

Organ- 
ized atheism, international occult so- 
cieties, the constant attacks by all sec- 
tarian religious bodies, have only con- 
tributed to the growth of the Mother 
Church, and the decline of Protestant- 
ism. 


infallible Authority 


We are told by St. Paul that “with- 
out faith it is impossible to please 
God” (Heb. 11:6), and Christ Himself 
had declared that “he that believeth 
not shall be condemned” (John 3:18). 

But what were Christians to believe, 
and how were they to learn it? They 
were to learn it from the “teaching 
body” established by Christ. He prom- 
ised protection from error to the Apos- 
tles, but since He declared that He 
would be with them until the end of 
the world, evidently He included their 
successors also. He promised the 
Church, over which they would rule, 
(Acts 20:28) that the “gates of hell 
would not prevail against it” (Matt. 
16:18); that as “the Church of the 
Living God,” it would be “the pillar and 
ground of truth” (Tim. I, 3:15). 

To this teaching body He sent the 
Holy Spirit on Pentecost, and promised 
that He too would remain with them 
forever (which, therefore, also applied 
to the Apostles’ successors) and keep 
them in truth (John 14:16-17). From 
this teaching body, the successors of 
Peter and the other Apostles, the world

This film belongs in this lat- 
ter classification. So if you are 
lax, as you should not be, about 
B films, don’t be lax on this one.

‘Tattered Priests’ 


ISSIONERS expeiled from Red 
China may arrive here in brok- 
en health, their dreams shattered 
and their life's work in ruins, but 
all “come out thinking only of the 
day they will return.” reports Fath- 
er Paul J. Duchesne, Maryknoll 
Missioner from Cohoes, N. Y. He 
calls them the “tattered priests.” 
Father Duchesne has seen more 
than 2,000 expelled missioners 
who have crossed “Freedom 
Bridge” during the past three 
years. They represented near! 
every nationality, American, Bei- 
gian, Canadian, Czechoslovakian, 
French, Mexican and Yugoslavian, 
to name a few. 

Among them are found highly 
qualified scientists, masters of 
seven or eight oes. seminary. 
professors, and men from seismo 
graphical! institutes of China. Many 
are permanently sick, their chests 
racking with a TB cough or their 
limbs crippled from s ing cn 
stone prison floors. 


One veteran French missioner 
has been in China for fifty-seven

We have already seen that Christ did 
not order any of these men to “write,” 
but to “teach,” and to teach not only 
what some of them would write, but “all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” These “all things” are contained 
in what is known as the “Deposit of 
Faith,” from which the early Christian 
writers drew in their instruction of 
faithful | 

When Mrs. Clare Booth Luce was 
taking instructions from Bishop Sheen, 
she told him that she would not be in- 
terested in’ the Catholic Church if it 
could not talk with infallible author- 
ity, because she was not interested in 
the Bishop’s own opinions, or in those 
of his Church in a manner of such great 
importance as “the terms of salvation.” 
She wanted absolute truth based on 
unquestionable authority. 

So have many intellectuals reasoned. 
They were aware that there was no real 
authority in Protestantism, despite the 
Bible; that the parent Protestant re- 
ligions had broken up into hundreds of 
sects, that the alleged excuse for every 
division was a difference in Bible in- 
terpretation. 

Modern sects represent divisions from 
earlier sects because the dissidents 
could not accept the interpretation of 
Scripture held by the body from which 
they parted. Today, finding themselves 
utterly confused on matters of doctrine, 
clergymen of many sects recommend 
reunion, even if, as we have noted, it 
can be effected only by compromising on 
the basis of a least common denomina- 
tor. Most of them have already adopt- 
ed the Lutheran formula: “Repent of 
your sins, take Christ as your personal 
Savior, and you are saved.” 

In Reader’s Digest (May, 1954) the 
story of Billy Graham, the noted young 
evangelist, who has covered the United 
States and England and several other 
countries in Europe, is carried. He now 
preaches that doctrine, which cannot be 
satisfactorily supported either by 
Scripture or Tradition or the history of 
the Christian Church. 

The average priest certainly knows 
his Bible better than the average min- 
ister. In the first place the priest is 
obligated to read through the entire 
Bible in his Divine Office every year. 
He may not over-emphasize some texts 
as Protestants do, because he is aware 
that nearly four-fifths of all the Chris- 
tians in the world believe as he does 
and, therefore, he is not supposed to be 
influenced by the small minority which 
is only a modern age minority. For 
more than one thousand years every 
Christian in the world believed just as 
he does. 

If one will listen to sermons carried 
by Radio all day Sunday, he will note 
that a very large proportion of them 
deals with prophecies gleaned from the 
most obscure books of the Bible, such 
Bs Daniel in the Old Law, and Revela-

Hence 
by charity he meant the performance of 
supernatural good works done for love 
of God or neighbor, while living in the 
state of grace. 

No Catholic believes that mere nat- 
ural good works will avail unto salva- 
tion and, therefore, Lutherans and 
others are very “uncharitable” when 
they declare falsely that Catholics be- 
lieve that one is saved by good works 
apart from faith and grace. 


Church’s Authority Is Christ's 

What did Christ mean when He said: 
“If he will not hear the Church let him 
be to thee as a heathen and publican” 
(Matt. 18:17)? Or by the assurance 
that “he who hears you, hears me; and 
he who despises you despises me”?

'the Church; but he is infallible only 
when he makes a pronouncement for the 
Universal Church on matters of faith 
and morals. On other matters both 
clergy and laity may disagree. This an- 
swers the Protestant objection that 
Paul’s rebuke of Peter shows that he 
was not infallible. 

Of Christ it was said even by non- 
| believers’ “he teaches as one having 
authority” (Matt. 7:29). Since the 
Apostles and their successors were to 
'represent Christ through the ages as 


' teachers, the authority with which they 
speak as a body, or through their head 
when pronouncing on matters of faith 
|or morals must command the same re- 
spect as Christ’s own authority. 

We hear ministers refer frequently 
‘to Christ’s promises to be “with you all 
\days even to the end of the world” 
| (Matt. 28:20). But those words were 
_addressed only to the Apostles, who 
| were to be the Church’s teaching body 
bong Christ’s return to Heaven. He 

was to be with that teaching body “all 
days’—and not with a body which 
| teaches differently. 

| §t. Paul refers to the Church—and it 
could not be a Church founded later or 
‘by a human being—as the “pillar and 
| ground of truth” (1 Tim. 3:15) against 
| which “the gates of hell would not pre- 
' vail” (Matt. 16:18). 


‘ 


| Churchmen belonging to other re- 


ligious bodies, assuming that theirs are 
equally good with the original Church of 
| Christ, quote Paul, who writes: “But 
|though we, or an angel from heaven, 
‘preach a gospel to you besides that 
| which we have preached to you, let him 
_be anathema” (Gal. 1:8). But those 
‘words apply only to the Apostolic 
| Church, for he observes that none may 
|preach save those “who were sent” 
| (Rom. 10:15), which means “commis- 
| sioned” by Christ or by His Church. It 
is they, who preach a different gospel 
than that of the “One, Holy, Catholic 
and Apostolic Church,” who would be 
under an anathema. 

Relate what we are saying to an ex- 
ample and you will see clearly how 
necessary infallible authority is for 
“the Church of the living God” (1 Tim. 
3:15). Either Christ is God, or He is 
not; either the writings of the New 
Testament are inspired, or they are not; 
either Christ instituted a sacrifice for 
the New Law, or He did not: either He 
gave the Apostles power to produce the 
Eucharist in the Catholic sense, or He 
did not; either He gave them power to 
forgive sins, or He did not; either there 
is a hell, or there is not; either Bap- 
tism is necessary—even for infants—or 
it is not; either everyone is born in 
Original Sin, or he is not. 

Would any reasonable, and that 
means unprejudiced, person hold that 
one may entertain his own ideas about 
these matters, or that it would be pru- 
dent to insist on his own ideas? One of 
two teachings is absolutely right and 
the other absolutely wrong—but God 
the Father, the Son, the Holy Spirit is 
Truth itself. 

If interpretations given of texts re- 
lating to any of these matters be mu- 
tually contradictory, would not God be 
responsible for it if He did not provide 
for absolute certainty through a teach- 
ing authority in a divine Church? It is 
only through such an infallible author-

ity that “all nations” could know “all 
days” “all things’ whatsoever I have 
commanded you” (Matt. 28:19-20). 
Only through such an authority could 
there be that unity in God's universal 
Church for which Christ offered a most 
fervent prayer at the Last Supper (John 
17:21). That unity should be con- 
vincing proof to all people that “thou 
hast sent Me.” 


The Orthodox Churches 


Constantinople and Rome were at 
odds politically for many centuries. On 
principle the Emperor of Constan- 
tinople, the capital of the eastern civil- 
ized world would foster a heresy, just 
because Rome, the capital of the west- 
ern civilized world was denouncing it. 
Yet Orthodox bishops, priests, clergy 
and ‘laity recognized the supremacy of 


‘the Pope for nine centuries. The first 
eight General Councils of the Church 


were held in the eastern 


world, at 
Nice, Constantinople, Ephesus, Chalce- 
don, two more at Constantinople, an- 
other at Nice, another at Constantinople, 
yet either the Pope of Rome or his le- 
gates presided over all these Councils. 
The Orthodox, the Anglican, and Luth- 
eran churches are on record as accept- 
ing these Councils. 

The breach during the ninth century 
did not last long. The eastern Church 
rejoined the western, but in he 
eleventh century there was another 
break after which, unfortunately, the 
eastern churches became national in 
Russia, Turkey, Yugoslavia, Roumania 
and other places. They had sectional 
spiritual rulers, known as Patriarchs, 
but they were not supreme. The Czar 


\in Russia, or Kings in other countries, 
insisted 


on being 
matters spiritual. 
That the eastern Church had always 
acknowledged the Primacy of the Pope 
is clear from the fact that it observed 
the feast recalling the establishment of 
Peter’s Chair at Antioch (in the east), 
just as the Church in the western 
world had, from the time the persecu- 
tions ceased in the early fourth century, 
observed the feast recalling the trans- 
fer of Peter’s Chair to Rome. Even in 
our own day the Latin Church observes 


supreme even in 


i both feasts: that of St. Peter’s Chair at 


Antioch, and St. Peter’s Chair in Rome. 

A Swiss Protestant theologian, Dr. R. 
Cullman, admits that the text which 
Catholics use to prove the primacy of 
St. Peter among the Apostles is abso- 
lutely genuine and authentic. He ad- 
mits that Peter had standing among the 
Apostles such as was shared by no other. 
He admits that Christ delivered His 
whole flock to Peter, both the lambs 
and the sheep. He admits that Peter 
worked in Rome and was martyred 
there. Since he could not be a Protes- 
tant and hold to those things if Peter’s 
successors were to represent Christ in 
His visible Church on earth, he pro- 
pounded the strange doctrine that Peter 
was head of the entire Church only 
while in Jerusalem. But it was not in 
Jerusalem that Christ addressed the 
words (Matthew 16:16) to Peter. It 
was Caesarea Philippi. 

According to his reasoning George 
Washington would not have been the 
President of the entire United States, 
but only of Mount Vernon where he had 
lived or of New York, where he first 
served as President. Just as George 
Washington finally moved to Washing- 
ton so did Peter move from Antioch to 
Rome. It is not the place in which the 
Viear of Christ lives that makes him 
what he is. His dwelling place has 
nothing whatsoever to do with it. It is 
his selection by Christ to govern the 
Church in His name that matters. 

There are those belonging to other 
religious bodies who question whether 
St. Peter ever lived in Rome and was 
martyred there. But they can find the 
answer in history, in the catacombs, and 
in the very recent excavations under 
the Basilica of St. Peter. 

St. Clement, in the first century; St. 
Ignatius, in the early second, St. Clem-~ 
ent of Alexandria in the second; St. 
Ireneaus in the second; St. Cyprian in 
the third, all speak of St. Peter as 
having lived in Rome and suffered mar-

40th Anniversary Of Mother's Day 


FORTY years ago today the people of America celebrated 

the first official Mother’s Day. That was May 9, 1914. 
Following the adoption of a resolution by Congress, President 
Wilson issued a proclamation declaring that the second Sunday 
in May should be observed as Mother’s Day, calling upon 
government officials to display 


on all government buildings. The 


people of the nation were request-. 


ed to display the flag at their 
homes “as a public expression of 
our love and reverence for the 
mothers of our country.” 


In 1907, Anna Jarvis of Phila- 
deiphia had originated the idea of 
a special day to honor mothers 
Miss Jarvis sold her idea to the 
city officials of Philadelphia and 
that city was the first to observe 
the day—May 10, 1908. 

Since that first Mother’s Day 
there has been a growing recogni- 
tion of the day. The carnation has 
become the flower symbol of the 
day, although any flower seems to 
me to be a fitting symbol for the 
day. In some parts of the country 
great stress is placed on the color 
of the flower one wears—a colored 
flower indicating that your mother 
is still with you and a white one 
showing that the wearer’s mother 
is no longer living. 

Wherever or however you are 
celebrating this Honor Day, I hope 
it is a wonderful event, one you'll 
remember a long time and one you 
planned for and so aren't too tired 
when the day is over. The next few 
weeks, with schools beginning to 
close in many parts of the country, 
and graduations and weddings 
coming up, will be busy.
